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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification

action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing

Claim Objections 

Claims 8-10 are objected to because of the following informalities: First, claim 8 
has hyphens which should not be in the claim. Second, claim 8 states "as claimed in 
claim 1". The Examiner believes that because claim 8 is an independent claim, it 
should include the subject matter of claim 1 in claim 8. Appropriate correction is 
required. 

Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

5. Claims 1 and 5-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Avinash et al. (6592523, referred to as "Avinash" herein). 

Regarding claim 1 , Avinash discloses an image conversion unit for converting a 
first image with a first resolution into a second image with a second resolution, the 
second resolution being higher than the first resolution (see column 12 line 61 to column 
13 line 9 as it discloses an interpolating step which creates a higher resolution image), 
characterized in that the image conversion unit is arranged to add noise to the second 
image (see column 13 lines 10-18 as it discloses adding noise to the interpolated 
image). 

Regarding claim 5, Avinash discloses that the amount of noise that is added is 
based on a noise measurement (see column 13 lines 15-18 which discloses noise 
measurement). 

Regarding claim 6, please see figure 3 of Avinash as it discloses filters in the 
intermediate range that are used to filter and enhance the first image to create a better 
second image. 

Regarding claims 7-8, please see the rejection of claim 1 as it discloses all 
aspects of claim 7-8. 
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Regarding claims 9-10, please see figure 1, item 10 of Avinash as it discloses a 
display. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Avinash 

Regarding claim 2, Avinash discloses a noise generator which is arranged to 
generate the noise and that the noise comprises spectral components that are in a part 
of a frequency spectrum that is of high frequencies (see column 1 3 lines 11-15) 

Avinash does not explicitly disclose that the high frequencies are above the 
Nyquist frequency of the first image. The examiner takes official notice that it would 
have been exceedingly obvious at the time of the invention to one of ordinary skill in the 
art to make the high frequency above the Nyquist frequency. The reason is because 
high frequencies are typically near, if not past the Nyquist frequency. Further note that 
Avinash discloses that he adds the noise to make a more pleasing effect in the 
interpolated image and it would make sense that the high frequency noise would be 
added past the Nyquist frequency. 
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7. Claims 3-4, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Avinash in view of Pappas et al. (5309526, referred to as "Pappas" herein). 

Regarding claim 3, Avinash discloses adding noise to the image in the rejection 
of claim 1 . Avinash does not disclose that the noise is colored noise. 

Pappas discloses adding white noise to an interpolated image (see figure 25 and 
column 28 lines 36-43 as it discloses adding white noise, which is colored noise, to an 
image). 

It would have been obvious at the time of the invention to one of ordinary skill in 
the art to include in Avinash white noise as taught by Pappas. The reason for the 
combination is because adding white noise to a colored image makes for a more visual 
pleasing image because the noise does not stand out in the image. 

Regarding claim 4, please note that white noise has an unlimited bandwidth and 
can therefore come from both before and after the Nyquist sampling rate.
